In 1896} 
he wag#Secretary of the McKinley League, 
whichl was organized under the direction 
of Mark Hanna, who was supporting | 
McKinley for the Presidential nomination, 
| while Senator Platt was fighting for the 
nomination of Levi P. Morton. The fol- 
lowing year Mr. Koenig made up his dif- 
ferences with the then leader of the dis- 
trict, George Hilliard, and received the 
nomination for Assembly. There were 
three tickets in the field, the Tracy ticket, 
on which Mr. Koenig ran, the Van Wyck 
ticket, and the Seth Low ticket. The 
Tracy ticket ran third. 

Mr. Koenig became a member 
Republican County Committee in 1897, 
but not an executive member: In 1808 | 
and 1900 he was a delegate to the State 
Convention, and in 1908 he ran against 
Hilliard for the leadership and won. It was 
said then that Gov. Odell aided him, but 
this Mr. Koenig denies, stating that he 
did not meet the Governor until after his 
election as leader. However that may be 
Koenig succeeded in electing a Republican 
Assemblyman in the district that year, 
which was a great achievement political- 
ly, for the district had been almost hope- 
lessly Democratic previously. The A 
semblyman was Gustave Hartman, and 
wo years later he was re-elected. The 
leadership fight had awakened a lot of 
| interest in the district, and was probably 
resporsible for the election of Hartman. 
| When in 1905 the County Committee held 
| its all-night session and the fight be- 
tween Parsons and Odell was at its 
crisis, Koenig made a speech for fair play 
and was lined up with the Odell forces. 
Odell losing, he stayed with the deposed 
chief for a year, when Odell lost again. 
There has been some misunderstanding as 
to how he came to go over to Parsons 
eventually, according to Mr. Koenig him- 
self. He says that after Odell's second 
defeat Odell told him in so many words 
that he had better go and join forces with 
the victor as he, Odell, ‘‘ was through.’ 
Koenig went, and when, a year later Odell 
began the fight again, the leader of the 
Sixth remained with Parsons. 

Mr. Koenig has never held publie office, 
| but he was appointed counsel to the State 
Lunacy Commission by Gov, Odell. He is 
Second Vice President of the County 
Committee, is married, and has four chil- 
dren.

It is not presented c@nsciously by either candidate, 
it is only casually indicated in these principles which

A study of the platforms does not reveal any 
striking issue between the parties. An.examination 
of the utterances of the candidates exposes nothing 
more illuminating than mutual abuse. Observation 
of the party conventions reveals a people in their 
quadrennial spectacle of receiving uncomplainingly 
a stone when they have rather incoherently asked 
#or bread. We look in vain, for any treatment of 
jilie most vital interests of the masses of the people, 
Ywhich makes the few principles which are peculiar 
to cither party insipid by contrast with the really 
fmsistent needs of the multitude.

In spite of being the only execu- 
tive who sits in the legislative body, which might 
be supposed to give him almost the position of a 
prime minister, he is not supposed to have.a per- 
sonality or opinions. In fact, these are usually suf- 
ficient to preclude nomination. When a party is

A constitution 
is said to grow, not to be made, but the United 
States Constitution grows only like a potato in a 
cellar. In order to secure the accomplishment of 
anything and prevent the unnecessary delay of public 
business, it has thus become necessary for the Speak- 
er of the House to aggrandize his office, as has the 
President. 

A House which is supposed to represent the living 
voice of the people, as against the traditions of the 
States embodied in the Senate, has therefore been 

ssailed from within as well as from without. What 
is lacking in the House is naturally not supplied 
by the Senate. If the House has failed as the popular 
branch, the Senate has succeeded in being the un- 
popular body. The play of party rivalry not only 
prevents the Senate’ frem being representative of 
public interests, but prostitutes the State Legisla- 
tures, which now primarily for the choice of 
these unrepresentative Senators. The difficulty of 
popular control of both the legislative and executive

Last Sunday, when the star boarder |

“The most apparent and at the same | 
time the most essential characteristics | 
of the American,” he says; ‘the 
which all observers have noted before 
any other, and found again included in| 
all other characteristics, is his daring 
activity, his appetite for action, his en- | 
thusiasm. Every community receives its 
fundamental determining influence from } 
the task which it has to accomplish. That ! 
task was, in the United States, to utilize 
sources of prodigious wealth. This task 
asserted itself from the very start. The 
first colonists themselves, who came with 
a very different intention—those York- 
shire Puritans who abandoned their place 
of refuge in Holland in order to safe- 
guard their mother tongue, who resolved 
to transport England across the ocean, 
found themselves obliged to set to work 
and obey the summons, if one may put 
it thus. They landed in a country which 
gave them nothing, promised them every- | 
thing. It bid them work; all'the pioneer 
had to do was to advance in order to 
conquer, His property stretched out be- 
fore him, free and unlimited. Thus, in 
the various parts of the land, colonies 
arose dominated by economic conditions. 
just as, under other circumstances and 
ruled by other necessities, communities 
have sprung up of the military or theo-| 
cratic type, 


Energy Increased Tenfold. 


“But the development of industry, the 
progress of steam, of electricity, the dis- | 
covery of mines—these were destined to| 
increase tenfold the expansion of energy, | 
of initiative, of audacity. An unexploited | 
world awaited the hand the intelli- | 
gerice of man. He responded to its ap-| 
peal.’”’ 

After some further remarks pointing | 
out how everything in colonial days made 
for the development of a great and ener- 
getic nation, M. Roz takes up the sub- 
ject of immigration in more recent years 
A process of natural de-

“Those who remain,” he

Lastly, assimi- 
lation in the United States is all the easier 
in view of the fact that it achieved 
from the outside, thanks to the exigencies 
of an entirely external life, manifested in 
that application of energy which is the 
essential factor of the American soul.”

Roz says:

There is first, necessarily, 
the unavoidable youth of the President | 
himself, whe, after seven years at the | 
head of the Nation is not yet quite 50) 
years old. But interest in the youthful- 
ness of the President has somewhat 
waned, of rather, has merged into the 
ether attributes that go to make up| 
the man. His youthfulness is insepar- 
ably associated with his strenuousness, 
and it is the Strenuousness that now ar- 
rests the attention. And this strenu- 
ousness and the youth that made it pos- 
sible have both at last merged into the 
unique personality—Theodore Roose- 
velt. 

But in other directions has the Presi- 
dent put the impress of his youth—and@ 
that in a way that cannot but be inter- 
esting. Even he shrank from the task 
of overcoming departmental tradition 
by shaping to his mold metal that had 
grown cold under less eager systems. 
He modified the material he found at 
hand by bringing in new material. In- 
stead of trying to rejuvenate officials 
whose hair was gray only when it} 


wasn’t white, he brought in young men. 
He brought in many young men—and 
that is the new system, the Roosevelt 
Administration. 

It was not long after 
Roosevelt’s accession to office that 
there appeared in the _ executive 
branches of the Government a group of 
Bureau Chiefs, Assistant Secretaries, 
and special Commissioners known as 
“President Roosevelt’s young men.” 
With slightly more personal feeling this 
group was referred to as the President’s 
“nice young men”’—and though the 
latter nickname is still heard in jest 
the cynical skepticism. of the diminu-} 
tive has long since been forgotten. | 
The men are still undoubtedly young 
and most of them are considered 
“nice,” but the terms are no longer | 
discreditably associated, and the nice 
young men come instantly to mind in 
summarizing the distinctive features of | 
the present extraordinary régime.

Thus far, although there has been no 
Mttle grumbling at the price, the authen- 
ticity seems to be generally accepted. 
Mr. Laurence Binyon writes of it in The 
London Saturday Review “It Is quite 
possible to be disappointed in the picture 
and to find fault with it. It abounds in 
passages of {force and beauty; the children 
especially are painted with that charm of 
frank and fresh reality of which Halse 
was master, and there are subdued tones 
of plum-colored and tawny and russet in 
the dresses which are admirably set off 
by the prevailing blacks and grays. 

** But in the picture, as a whole, there is 
undeniably a certain heaviness In part 
this is due to the want of animation in 
the central figure—the father of the fam- 
ily.

These are questions which for 2 
wears have puzzled penologists very mt 
Singular as it seems, there have 
hitherto no reliable statistics of any 


bearing on the prison population of the 


United States. Isolated groups of statis- 
ties have been gathered, but these dealt 
with particular prisons only. In some of 
the States there are prison associations 
which, as a sort of quasi-public institu- 
tions, keep a watch on the prisons of the 
States in which they are incorporated. 
But they have no power over the prisons 
of other States. Consequently the only 
facts that they are able to collect upon 
th¢ir own initiative are those of the pris- 
ens under their immediate supervision. 
Many States have no prison associations 
and give only the most meagre attention 
te the inhabitants of their prisons, what 
erimes brought them there, and what be- 
eomes of them after they are released. 
ven if the authorities of any one State 
ate alive to this tmportant problem and 
keep a fairly accurate record, they have no 
ROwer or means of Mvestigating Federal 
prisons or prisoners. The whole subject, 
therefore, has been until now clouded in 
@bscurity. 

A special and exhaustive census report, 
however, has recently been issued which, 
for the first time in the history of the 
United States, gives something of an ac- 
curate comprehension of the entire prison 
system of this country. Just as our 
forms of government are multiple, go the 
prison system comes under various juris- 
dictions. It cannot be called a system; 
it is merely an aggregate of prisons under 
different and distinct authorities. Some 
are Federal, some State, others are 


_ county, and still others municipal penal 
institutions. According to this report, 


there is’ a total of 1,887 of these. Not 
counting the Federal military prisons, the 
United States Government has four civil 
prisons. ‘There are 67 State prisons and 
State and county penitentiaries, 1,181 
county jails and workhouses, 71 municipa] 
prisons and workhouses, and 14 reforma- 
tories for adults. 


Government Figures. 


When the Government collected its gta 
tistics these prisons altogether contained 
81,772 inmates. These figures revealed 
the first positive knowledge of just how 
mary prisoners were in the prisons of the 
United States, not embracing, of course, 
the Philippines or our other insular pos- 
sessions. Before this inquiry into prison 
conditions, any statement was uothing 
more than conjecture. It should not be 
assumed that the number of prisoners 
classified in this army of 81,772 hears any 
relation to the immense multitude of 
arrests. Large numbers of prisoners are 
arrested every year who are either ac- 
quitted or whose sentence is suspended, 
or whose cases are not pressed. A still 
larger number is arrested to be let off 
with a fine. No one knows what the 
total number of arrests In the United 
States annually amounts to, There are 
no general statistics on this aspect. It 
is probably ten times greater than the 
humber of those serving ‘time in prisons. 
In New York State alone, for instance, 
there are about 112,000 persons every 
year who are arrested and either let off 
or committed for a short time, whil@ the 
population of New York State's prisons 
ig not more than 12, 

The 81,772 prisoners dealt with in the 
special census monograph are those who 
have been convicted of crime and sen- 
tenced to a term in some kind or other 
of the various penal institutions. They 
do not include the swarm of vagrants or 
those who have committed slight misde- 
meanors. Virtually all of them were sen- 
tenced to incarceration for some sort of 
felony, arson, burglary, larceny, forgery, 
fraud, counterfeiting, embezzlement, as- 
sault, and robbery. Many were consigned 
to long tersms for homicide. The 81,772 
also do not represent the entire number 
of prisoners at the present time. ‘The 
statistics were gathered before the panic 
set in. Penologists everywhere admit 
that the hard times of last. Winter were 
G@irectly responsible for a sudd@en ana 
extracrdinary increase both {n crime ang 
im vagrancy. In fact, panics and. increage 
of crime go together if the experience of 
tvaimed observers counts for anything. 
When large numbers of men are thrown 
out of work the alternative is presented | 
to them of starving or stealing; a few 
submissively starve, many, arguing that 
the law of self-preservation compels 
them, unhesitatingly resort to theft. They 
do not do so hecause they are crimmal 
but to get the wherewith to exist! ets 
other batches of jobless men ‘roam the 
countryside looking for work. Not being 
able to get it in many imstances they 
develop into almless vagrants and are 
arrested and thrown into jail.. Resorts 
from all parts of the country indicate 
that along every railroad Une and in al- 
most every city, town, and pillage 
streams of tramping men are to tye seen 
Passing despairingly from one place to 
another and thence on without cessation. 


Some Startling Facts. 


The census report discloses 
tonishing facts. It overthrows 
60 widely disseminated that or foreign 
population contributes the greater part 
of the prevalence of crime. No idea has 
been more industriously insisted upon, 
and none is more erroneous, if we are 
to believe the report. Of fully 77.269 
white prisoners in the Federal and State 
prisons alone whose records were in- 
vestigated 42,000 were natives and the 
comparatively small number of about 13.- 
000 were foreign born.

Where 
there gre no reformatories, transgressors 
of the law, even for slight offenses, are 
sent to prison. In turn, this practice 
gives rise to the Charge, although it is a 
groundless one, tat proportionately there 
is more crime in the South than in the 
North. This is one of those apparent 
truths that is mot truth at all. In the 
North extensive systems of county work- 
houses are im force. These greatly help 
to diminish the population which other- 
wise would owercrowd the State prisons. 
Many writers, who have hastily jumped. 
at conclusions and have based them upon 
“surface facts, have entirely ignored this 
important fagtor.

The report sets forth 

that of 172 women convicted of murder 

not one was executed. All received life 

sentences. In the same perfod 133 men 

were judicially put to death for the same 

crime. And of a total of 462 women in 

prison who were sentenced for homicide 

none was condemned to death. Imprison- 

ment for life had been meted out to more 

than 150, while 303 escaped with lesser 
penalties. 


Short Terms the Rule. 


Despite the general impression the great 
majority of prisoners in the United States 
are not sentenced to long terms. There 
are 6,026 prisoners undergoing life sen- 
tences, In the indeterminate class, which 
embraces sentences of all the way from 
one to fifteen or twenty years, are about 
13,000 convicts. The one-year prisoners 
number nearly 44,000, and those for less 
than a year 20,083. 

What was_the nature of their crimes? 
The report divides the quality of their 
offenses into four classes. In the first 
group are classed such crimes against 
society comprising such felonies as biga- 
my and kindred malefactions, perjury, 
and counterfeiting. For these crimes 17,- 
789 ‘convicts were serving various sen- 
tences. The second group is described as 
crimes against the person. In this cate- 
ory. of offenses are included homicide, 
assault, and robbery—mainly, however, 
the last two crimes. The investigation 
found that 26,017 prisoners were paying 
the penalty for having committed one‘or 
more of these. The third group is by 
far the most numerous. It embraces 
crimes against property. Some of these 
violations of the law are arson, burglary, 
forgery, larceny, embezzlement, fraud, 
and trespass. . Not less than 87,166 per- 
sons were occupying prison cells for hav- 
ing broken some law or other: against 
ptoperty rights. Then there is a fourth 
group, although a very small one, apply- 
ing to prisoners who have committed 
double crimes—both against the person 
and against property. The quota of con- 
victs in this classification numbered 126. 

Is crime increasing? This is a much- 
debated phase of the subject, and start- 
ling assertions have been made to prove 
that it is. No one can really say, how- 
ever, except to admit that it has in- 
creased as a result of the panic, For 
the most part, statistics are very vague, 
and even when positive statistics are 
given they do not mean anything. 

For instance, the prison returns show 
that crime has increased tremendously in 
Wyoming, very notably in Kansas and 
West Virginia, and considerably in West 
Virginia, Fiorida, and the State of Wash- 
ington. From the bald census figures one 
might form some terrifying deductions. 
The plain fact is that these census figures 
sell only a part of the tale, and not a very 
trustworthy part at that. Local causet 
have a great deal to do with alleged in- 
creases or decreases of crime. Many com- 
munities, as the report points out, with a 
large number of prisoners in proportion to 
their population, may be far more law- 
abiding end orderly than one with a low 
ratio. TI: is not so much a matter of how 
the laws are enforced, but what standards 
the courts follow in imposing penalties, 
and what facilities are provided for con- 
fining a considerable number of prisoners, 
In some States practically all misdemean- 
ors, whether first or second offenses, are 
punished by fines, while in others a term 
sentence is commonly imposed. - Certain 
offenses also, such as drunkenness and or- 
dinary assault, generally go unpunished in 
some States, while in others they are se- 
verely dealt with and help very materially 
to swell the prison population. 


Is. Crime Increasing? 


“Tf,” said Eugene Smith, President of 
the Prison Association of New York, “‘ we 
possessed complete statistics showing the 
number of persons actually convicted 
and sentenced for crime from year to 
year, it would be possible to gain knowl- 
edge of whether crime is increasing or 
diminishing. But the statistics of the 
United States afford no convincing evi- |

If-we knew the 
average daily prison population through- 
out the year we, might fairly compare 
one year with another. But we do not 
know this. Arrests, of course, are no in- 
dication of the increase or decrease of 
crime. When a crime is brought to the 
attention of the authorities several ar- 
rests are made in most cases of sus- 
pected persons. Farther investigation and 
changed. detective theorles may lead to a 
new set of arrests, and so it may happen 
that five, ten, or twenty persons may 
undergo arrest for a single known crime 
and yet none of them be found gullty. 

Many arrests are’ made of suspicious 
characters, who are detained without ref- 
erence to any particular crime known to 
have been committed. 1 

“All of these and other circumstances 
result in the fact that generally only one 
person ‘out of a number arrested ts actu- 
ally ‘convicted. Add to this fact the con- | 
sideration that many crimes are not.) 
brought to the attention of the public au- | 
thorities at all, and It becomes apparent | 
that the number of arrests not only | 
forms no measure of the volume of crime, 
but really throws absolutely no light on 
the situation.”
